4. We think it incumbent upon Us, to take particular Care 


that our Right to it ſhould not in the leaſt be precarious, becauſe 
we apprchend we have great reaſon to fear that the King of Spain's 
Allies are vety deſirous to have it again in his Hands; and no reaſon 
at all to belicve that our dwn Allies are ſollicitous to have it con— 
tinue in ours: If there ſhould be the leaſt room left, upon a Peace, 
for the King of Spain Pretenſions to it from any looſe or doubttul 
Expreſſions, We are apprehenſive it may lay a Foundation for Un— 
eaſineſs and Animoſity, and might interrupt a perfect Harmony 
between us and a Nation whoſe Friendſhip muſt always be of the 
greateſt Advantage to us: We think our Zeal to preſerve our Title 
to it, in that moſt effectual manner we propoled, would have terrified 
any wicked Miniſters, even from the Thoughts of giving it up, 
if ever we ſhould be in ſuch wretched Circumſtances as to have 
any, who might think a War more dangerous to themſelves than 
to the Nation ; ; and who might for that Reaſon be tempted to pur- 
chaſe an inglorious Peace, at the high Price of ſo valuable a Part 
of the Britiſß Dominions.

Becauſe we conceive that our Allies were at leaſt as much 
concern'd as our ſelves, to prevent the Haniards from diſturbing

tion to apprehend ſuch Attempts on the part of Hain; and be- 
cauie our Allies (the French in particular) had a much greater 
Share in the Effects of the Galleons, than the Subjects of this Na- 
tion, and by conſequence much more concerned, in Intereſt, to pre- 
vent the King of Spain from ſeizing thoſe Effects.

That by taking this Expedition ſolely upon our ſelves, we 
drew the whole Reſentment of the Court of Hain upon this Na- 
tion, and gave the French an Opportunity of healing the Breaches 
which had been made between thoſe two Courts, of acquiring a 
grcater Share than ever they had in a moſt beneficial Trade, and of

1. Becauſe we apprehend, that this part of the Clauſe is neither founded 
on the Words of the Act to which it refers, nor warranted by any Con- 
ſtruction thereof; for the Proviſion made in that Act is, that whenever 
the Produce of the feveral Duties and Revenues thereby granted, ap- 


| pears to be ſo deficient, that within any one Year it ſhall not be ſuffici- 


ent to anſwer and ſatisfy the Sum of 800, 0007. then, and not in any 


other Caſe, ſuch Deficiency is to be made good out of the next Aids ef 


Parliament. As this Act therefore provides only for a real Deficiency 
of the Produce, and not for any Arrear in the Receipt within the Year, 
as it has appear'd by the Accounts laid before this Houſe, that the real 
Produce was conſiderably more than ſufficient to anſwer the Sum of 
800,000/, We think there can be no Colour to affirm that there has been 
any ſuch Deficiency as the Act can be ſuppoſed to provide for. This 
appears from the Words of the Clauſe which directs the Application of 

the Sum of 115, ooo J. for, and upon Account of Arrears ; and we can- 
not conceive the Arrears provided for by this Clauſe, and the Defici- 
ency deſcribed in the Act, to be one and the ſame Thing. Since, if 
they could be ſo underſtood, the Proviſion in the Clauſe would have been 
made agreeable to the Words of the Act, which relate to a Deficiency 
only; and it would be highly unjuſt to his Majefty, to direct the Sum 


of 116, ooo. to be refunded to the Publick at any Time, or under 


any Conditions: For if there had been a real Deficiency, the Grant to

given, either for a real Deficiency founded on the Civil Liſt Act, or 
that it can be warranted by the ſaid Act as a ſuppoſed Arrear: We 
conceive it to be as a new Grant to his Majeſty, and a new Burthen 
on the People, which does not appear to us to have been demanded 


by the Crown 3 and conſequently, not to have paſſed according to the 


Forms hitherto practiſed and requiſite in all ſuch Caſes. 
2. This Clauſe appears to us unreaſonable on many Accounts, as 
there was no real Deficiency at Midſummer, 1728. to which Time the 


Account is ſtated, ſo neither is there any Arrear at the Time, when this 


new Supply is granted ; but the whole Sum of 800,000! and conſide- 
rably more was come into his Majeſty's Cotiers, and he was conſequent- 
ly in Poſſeſſion of the very Money, the ſuppoſed Arrear of which, is 
made good to him by this Clauſe. Thus it ſeems to us, that the Nation 
is loaded, not to compleat, but to augment the Sum deſigned for his 
Majeſty's Civil Liſt, and this at a Time when the publick Debts are in- 
creaſed, when the Taxes are heavily felt in all Parts of the Country, when 
our foreign Trade is incumbred and diminiſhed, when dur Manufactures 
decay, when our Poor daily multiply, and when many other national 
Calamities ſurround us; theſe Conſiderations are in themſelves very mo- 
ving, and we apprehend that they muſt appear ſtronger, when it ſhall be 
further conſidered that his Majeſty would be ſo far from wanting any of 


theſe extraordinary Supplies, that even without the Proviſion in the Ci- 


vil Liſt Act for making good Deficiencies, he wou'd be poſſeſs'd of a 
far greater Revenue than K. William, Q. Ann, or even his late Majeſty 
enjoyed; and yet his preſent Majeſty then Prince of Wales, receiv'd out 
of the Civil Lift Revenues, during the Reign of the late King 100, ooo l. 
per Aunum, beſides the entire Revenues of the Principality of Wales, and 
Dutchy of Cornwall, whereas it does not appear to us that the like Sum 
of 100, ooo. per Annum, or even the Revenues of the Principality of 
Wales, have yer been ſettled on his preſent Royal Highneſs. 

3. We cannot but be extreamly apprehenſive of the many ill Conſe- 
quences which may follow from a Grant of Money to the Crown, fo ill 
grounded, and fo unreaſonable as we conceive this to be. The Advan- 
tage in Favour of his Majeſty, eſtabliſhed by the Civil Liſt Act, is very 
great, ſince if the Produce of the Revenues granted and appropriated to 
the Uſe of the Civil Liſt does not anſwer the yearly Sum of Soo, 000 /. 
the Deficiency is to be made good to his Majeſty by the Publick, where- 
as no Proviſion is made by which, if the Produce of thoſe Revenues ex- 
ceeds the Sum of 800, 0007. the Surplus ſhall accrue to the Benefit of the 
Publick. By this Precedent, not only real Deficiencies are to be made 
good, but Supplies are to be given for Arrears ſtanding out at the End 
of every Year, and not only for Arrears ſtanding out, but even for Ar- 
rears which ſhall come in before the Supplies can be granted, tho? the 


Supply given to make good Arrears in one Year, will certainly increaſe | 


the Surpluſages in another; when we conſider the Method which has ob- 
rained of anticipating the Revenues, before they come into the Exche- 
quer, contrary to the antient and legal Practice; when we reflect in what 
Manner theſe Accounts have been made up, and in what Manner they 
have been brought in, we cannot but apprehend that a Door is opened 
by this Precedent for laying new and exceſlive r on the Nation; 
the Revenues appropriated to the Uſes of his Majeſty's Civil Liſt, are 
ſubject in their own Nature to vary, and even when there is no Defici- 
ency in the Produce, there may be Arrears in the Receipt. Theſe Ar- 
rears may eaſily be increaſed by the Management of deſigning Miniſters, 
by private Directions to Receivers, and by artful Methods of ſtating the 
Accounts; from all which, we cannot but apprehend, that now this Pre- 
cedent is made, we have frequent Accounts of Arrears, and a grievous, 
and even intolerable Load may be brought on the Nation in > ſhort 
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Time and we. are perſuaded that his Majeſty can have no Satisfaction | 


in finding his Court abound in Wealth, whilſt he may undergo the Mor- 


tificatic7 of ſeeing his People reduced to Poverty; neither can we con- 
ceive that the latter Part of the Clauſe is in any Degree an adequate Pro- 
viſion againſt the Evil we complain of, or the Apprehenſions we enter 
tain; for an Account to be made up at his Majeſty's Demiſe, will not pre. 
vent the Conſequences of this Precedent during his Life; and as we 


hope that his Reign will be long, ſo we may be allowed to fear, that 


even during the Continuance of 1 it, this extraordinary Method of increa-

4thly. Becauſe the literal Interpretation of part of the AR for

6thly. Becauſe we obſerve, that whenever a Supply for the Civil 
Liſt has been ask'd in Parliament, it has caus'd great Uncaſineis in 
the Nation, tho demanded from the Crown iticlf ; and upon Pre— 
tences in our Opinion more juſtifiable, and at times leſs unſeaſo- 
nable than this; when, notwithſtanding our moſt prevailing Me— 
thods of Negotiation, the Fate of Europe, as far as we arc enabled 
to judge, is ſtill in ſuſpenſe, and we labour under Difficulties 
that unavoidably attend ſuch a doubtful, and undetermined Situa- 
tion of Our Affairs Abroad, when the Complaints of the People 
at Home are general and loud, and as we tear, too well founded 
on Account of their Poverty and other Calamities, with which 
they have been long afflicted, and when tor that Reaſon it appears, 
to Us to be not only a proper Clemency, but true Policy too, to 
avoid giving them the leaſt Ground to apprehend, that the Parlia- 
ment by laying unneceſſary Burthens upon them, may itſelf be- | 
come one of their Grievanccs. 

7thly. Becauſe this Attempt, when we conſider it in all its Cir- 
cumſtances , as far as appears to us, is without Example, and we 
dread leſt it ſhould be made one, and laid hold of as a Precedent 
hereafter, if ever the Nation ſhould have the Misfortune to lee a 
laviſh, Weak and Rapacious Miniſtry, armed with great Power, de- 
ſirous to raiſe ſuch extraordinary Supplies in Parliament, in ſuch 
extraordinary ways, more in reality to ſupport their own inconſide- 
rate; and pernicious Schemes, than the Honour and Dignity ot the 
Crown.
